As a matter of 
Mr. Carlisle has held out against 
bonds all the time and they were issued by 
the president over his protest. Of course 
Carlisle made the issue, but he did it under 
imperative instructions from the president. 

Of Doubtful Authority. 

An intimate friend of the secretary told 
me today that the matter had been under 
discussion for some time. Mr. Carlisle had 
doubts of the authority of the treasury 
department to issue bonds when last 
spring’s issue was made. He still enter- 
tains doubts. He wanted the president to 
wait upon congress. Bailey’s resolution in 
the house last session almost made the 
former issue a failure. So Carlisle wanted 
to wait. He believed things could be tided 
ver until congress met. But that 
was the very thing Mr. Cleve- 
iand did not want. He has a great 
currency plan drawn up for him by some 
New York bankers which he wants to 
spring on congress and this bond issue was 
necessary to set that trap. Of course he 
knows that the gold which -will be paid for 
this new bond issue will all be drawn out 
of the treasury and that a third issue can 
soon be forced in the same way. Because 
he feared this is the reason he did not 
make the issue 3100, 000, 000. Had he done 
that, demands might have been made for 
more actual gold than there is in the treas- 
ury, and then there would have been trou- 
e Sure enough. 

Does Not Want to Resign. 

Carlisle is very much annoyed over the 
president’s action. He does not take to 
the plan which Mr. Cleveland has sndpped 
dat the suggestion of bankers in New 
York, but he is in position where he must 
arry it through or resign and he don't 
want to resign. So he will tread along in 
the path made by the president and at the 
pace set by him. That's all he can do. 
Every one here expects a congressional 
investigation. Could all the inside work- 
ings of the affair be brought out there 
would be some interesting reading perhaps, 
but congressional investigations never 
amount to anything. There will be no 
trouble about floating the bonds. That was 
all fixed in advance. J. A. Stewart, presi- 
dent of the United States Trust Company,

It will not be a popular loan by any 
means.

Washington, November 14.—(Special.)—Sén- 
ater Ransom, of North Carolina, is here. 
Of all men in America, he was the most 
surprised at the result in his state. He will 
lose his seat in the United States senate, 
which he has held for twenty-four years. 

It was reported that he was here in con- 
ference with Senator Gorman about asking 
Governor Carr to call a special meeting of 
the present legislature to elect a demo- 
erat to fill out the Vance unexp‘red term, 
thereby holding one democratic senator 
from the state. 

Ransom denies this. He says if Governor 
Carr called an extra session under the 
constitution of the state, it would have to 
be of the newly elected body.

AN ATTEMPT AT: SUICIDE POLLOWS 


Whitworth Fired a Load of Buck- 


shot at Close Range. 


HIS MOTIVE WAS EVIDENTLY REVENGE 


After Spending Money to Help Re-elect | 


the Judge, He Learned That He 
Waste Loss His Place. 


Nashville, Tenn, November 14.—(Special.)— 
The Davidson county courthouse was the 
scene this afternoon of the most sensational 
political tragedy that has occurred in Nash- 
ville in many years. 
George K. Whitworth, clerk and master 
of the chancery court, assassinated Judge 
Andrew Allison, the chancellor of this di- 
vision, and then attempted suicide, shooting 
himself twice near the heart and inflicting 
fatal wounds. : 
The shooting occurred at ten minutes to 1 
o’clock and the news quickly spread over 
the business portion of the city, creating 
an immense sensation and so great indigna- 
tion that numerous remarks were made to 
the effect that it was well for Mr. Whit- 
worth that he had shot himself. 
There was only one eyewitness. to the 
shooting and that was Mr. Joseph H. Ack- 
lin, a prominent lawyer. 
Mr. Jordan Stokes had been arguing a case 
before Chancellor Allison in the chancery 
courtroom, which is on the third floor of 
the courthouse. When court adjourned, Mr. 
Judge Allison put on 
his overcoat and hat and followed shortly 
after, with Mr. Acklin a few steps behind. 
Passing into the corridor, Judge Allison was 
within a few steps of the stairway when 
Mr. Acklin had just reached the door to 
the corridor. Suddenly a voice sounded to 
the rear of Judge Allison and about twenty 
steps away. 


Oh ͤ judge, it said. 
No Chance to Escape. 


Judge Allison turned and saw standing 
within the shadow of the corridor the form 
of George K. Whitworth, with a double- 
barreled shotgun then raised almost to a 
level. Judge Allison scarcely had time to 
take a step backward, instinctively placing 
his hand over his head, when a shot rang 
out and the messengers of death struck 
full in the breast, tearing his hand to pieces 
and making a dozen wounds in his breast. 

Allison il on his side and the whole 
ot urthouse was in instant commotion. -. Mr. 
Ackiin ran 0 the stairway and summoned 
Assistance. Mr Joseph R. West ran from 
the minute olerk's room just in time to see 
Mr. Whitworth throw the gun down and 
take a pistoi from his pocket, which he 
turned upon himself and fired. Mr. West 
tried to seize Mr. Whitworth, but the latter 
stepped back, telling him to Keep out of the 
way and again fired just as Mr. 
struck his pistol hand. Mr. 
then fell and by this time the corridor was 
teeming with people. 
The body of the venerable chancellor, 
who had never spoke after being shot, was 
at once removed to the chancery courtroom, 
while Mr. Whitworth was taken into the 
clerk’s office with the blood streaming from 
two ghastly wounds in his breast. He was 
asked what was the matter and replied 
nottirng. He then said to a friend: “Old 
boy, did I shoot him?“ 
When told that he did, he said: “All 
right, but how about the other fellow?” 


Glad That He Succeeded. 


On being told that Chancellor Allison was 
dead, he said he was satisfied and began 
to beg for a pistol to finish himself with. 
There were several doctors in attendance. 
Whitworth was calm and cool. 
to make any statement, saying: 
„I have nothing to say. The public know 
all about it. A man can’t live in the same 
climate with me and do me dirt like that.“ 

Whitworth was offered some whisky, but 
refused to take it, saying all he wanted 
was to get rid of that pain. Dr. Frank 
Glenn told him the whisky would relieve 
him, and he drank it, but said: “I could 
drink a barrel of that and it would ne. 
touch this pain.“ Then he begged for moi“ 
phine. 
When asked if his wife knew about this, 
he said: I hope to God she does not.“ 


Passed Near the Heart. 


The doctors were in the meantime busy 
making an investigation, ahd when they 
concluded Whitworth said: What about it? 
Is it a good job?’ He added: “Give me 
something to stop this pain and I don't 
care what you do.” It was found that one 
ball passed under the heart and the other 
pierced the left lung. Mr. Whitworth was 
removed to his home and an inquest was 
begun over the remains of Chancellor Al- 
son. But the only facts brought out not 
given above are that when Dr. Giles 
reached Chancellor Allison the latter gave 
two or three gasps before dying. Three 
buckshot passed through the chancellor’s 
right hand and twenty-two pierced. his 
breast. 


About to Lose His Job. 


The cause of the tragedy is difficult to 
Chancellor Allison was elected 
eight years ago and two years later ap- 
pointed Whitworth clerk and master for a 
six years’ term. The fees of the clerk’s 
office amount to about $20,000 a year. Last 
Allison wag re-elected for 
eight years. Mr. Whitworth had been ac- 
tive in assisting him and securing the 
nomination, and, it is said, spent several 
thousand dollars in securing his election, At 
one time a few days before the election 
he paid $4,000 for 2,000 poll tax receipts to 
be given democrats who had not paid their 
poll taxes. Mr. Whitworth. naturally ex- 
pected to be reappointed clerk and mas- 
ter for another six years’ term and on 
Saturday Chancellor Allison signified his 
intention of appointing his own son, Gran-

Farmers Advised to Hold Back 
| Pheir Crop for Better Prices. 

ESTIMATES SENT OUT “BY EXCHANGES 


Ars the Subject of a Resolution in Which 
They Are Declared to Be 
Too Large 


Montgomery, Ala., November 14.—The cot- 
ton growers’ convention reassembied today 
and organized an association national in 
its scope for the better protection of plant- 
ers’ interests. 

The committee on statistics was instruct- 
ed to obtain and arrange for the use of the 
convention official statistics of cotton, the 
prices, etc., for the past ten years. The 
president of the convention, Commissioner 
Lane, of Alabama, read a statement show- 
ing by the census returns that resolutions 
on the part of planters to restrict acreage 
have deen followed by a decreased output 
of cotton. 

Resolutions of the committee and 
special resolutions subsequently of- 
fered and adopted by the convention, cover 
the following subjects: 

1. Reduction of cotton acreage and in- 
creased attention to production of cereals. 

2. Greater attention to stock and cattle 
raising. 

3. Encouragement of manufacturing in 
the south by exempting manufactories from 
taxation for a period of ten years. 

4. Encouragement of immigration, resolp- 
tions advising that large plantations be di- 


7 vided into small farms and the latter be 


sold to bona fide home seekers. 
5. Recommendation that cotton be with- 
held for sale by farmers who are not in 


a rise—‘which may reasonably be expected 
if the present heavy receipts are apprecia- 
bly reduced.“ ; 

6. The organization of the Cotton Plant- 
ers’ Association of the United States of 
America to meet at least twice a year and 
to consist of four delegates from each con- 
gressional district in the cotton growing 
states and three delegates at large from 
each state appointed by governors of such 
states, irrespective of party preference. 
Said association is to hold its urst meeting 
in Jacksen, Miss., the second Wednesday 
in January, 1895. 

7. Cotton seed trusts condemned. 

8. Congress petitioned to pass the anti- 
option bill. ; , 

9. Congress to be requested to refund the 
cotton tax collected in 1866-1867. N 

The convention then organized the new 
‘association by electing officers to serve until 
the January meeting as follows: Governor 
James Stone, of Mississippi, president; Non. 
J. O. Waddell, of Georgia, and commis- 
sioner of agriculture for the cotton growing 
states, vice president; Robert BE. Ecke 
berger, of Alabama, secretary, and Profes- 
sor James Smith, of Georgia, treasurer. 

The Ghairman of the convention was re- 
quested to issue an address to all business 
interests asking co-operation in obtaining 
the objects of the association. 

The following resolution was adopted: 

„Resolved, That the honest conviction of 
this convention as practical cotton grow. 
ers is that the estimates that are being 
sent out by the cotton exchanges in refer- 
ence to the crop are excessive, and it is the 
belief of this convention, based upon prac- 
tical observation and best statistical in- 


exceed 8,500,000.’’ 
The convention adjourned sine die. 


THE COTTON CROP. 


Estimates from the Exchanges on the 
Size of the Output. 
Savannnh, Ga., November 14.—The esti- 
mates of the cotton crop made by prominent 
operators on the exchange here vary from 
8,750,000 to 9,463,000 bales, the majority put- 
ting it at about 9,250,000. It is estimated gen- 
erally that the crop of Georgia will be 5

Montgomery, Ala., November 14.—(Specia) 
The feature of today's assembly proceed- 
ings’ was the presentation of the governor's 
message and the formal electton of the 
officers named by yesterday's democratic 
caucuses. In both houses the populists had 
tickets for every office votéd on. In the 
house the vote, in almost every case, stood 
about 63 for the democrats and M for the 
opposition nominees. In the senate the 
vote stood about 21 to 7 in favor of the 
democratic nominees. 

President Pettus and Speaker Clark each 
made a few patriotic and eloquent remarks 
upon assuming their respective chairs. Both 
houses tendered a vote of thanks to their 
retiring officers. 

ommittees were appointed by both 
houses and jointly to notify the governor 
of their permanent organization. The joint 
committee waited upon Governor Jones, 
and soon thereafter Private Secretary Kirls 
Jackson presented to each house a copy 
of the governor’s biennial message. These 
were read by the clerks. 

The message is exhaustive and volumin- 
ous, containing some 30,00 words. It is 
pronounced by all a masterly document. 
Its reading consumed the larger part of 
the session of both houses. 

No bills were introduced in the house. 
The first senate bill was one by Mr. Hund- 
ley, of Madison, entitled an act to ei- 
courage the investment of capital in Ala- 
bama.“ Mr. Milner, of Jefferson, intro- 
duced a bill to incorpobate and expedite 
the construction of the West Alabama rail- 
road. 

Both houses will get regularly down to 
business tomorrow. 


THE GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 


A Full Review of the Affairs of 
State. 

Below is a synopsis of the governor's 
message. 

State of Alabama, Office of the Governor, 
Montgomery, November 14. 184.—Gentie- 
men of the General Assembly: You meet 
in the seventy-fifth year of our statehood to 
‘exercise the legislative power of à free peo- 
ple. Your.great trust brings its own ad- 
monitions of the courage and wisdom 
which it demands and the consequences 
for good or ill which wait upon your de- 
liberations. 

In discharge of constitutional duty I 
now give you “information of the state of 
the government,’’ with such recommenda- 
tions as it seems to me may be useful in 
the discharge of your duties. Your first 
task will be to devise meang for the sup- 
port of the government during the present 
and the next fiscal year and to provide in 
addition for a deficit in the treasury at the 
close of the fiscal year, ending September 
30, 1894, amounting to $364,353.65. 

Before dealing with the remedy it seems 
best to inquire how and why this deficiency 
came about, since it will better enable you 
to avoid the errors of the past and to pro- 
vide more wisely for the future. 

The Cause of the Deficit.

Our situation compels choice of one of 
three alternatives: either largely reduce 
the appropriations for the public schools, 
disregard the public obligations, or increase 
the taxes. It is neither wise nor just to 
withdraw any of the existing appropria- 
tions from the schools. The people of Ala- 
bama will not consent to the disaonor and 
ruin which follow breach of the public 
faith. Increase of taxation is the only 
course left open. To the extent that 
such increase is necessary, representatives 
may fearlessly impose it, with unhesitating 
faith in the patriotism and intelligence of 
an enlightened people. 


Funding State’s Bonded Indebtedness. 


At your last session an act was passed, 
„to conso.iidate and adjust the bonded debt 
of the state,“ which contemplated the re- 
tirement of the present bonds and the is- 
sue of others at a lower rate of interest. 

The act made no appropriation for the 
expenses of the funding. The new bonds

The Cenviet Department. 


On the Ist of September, 1894, there were 
1,677 state convicts and 915 county convicts 
The State convicts are located as follows’ 
n at Pratt Mines, 33¢@®Spigener’s and 271 
atthe Walls and Fort Jackson, The convicts 
at the Walls are mainiy the women anu dis- 
2 bled, alle those at.Spigener’s, as a rule, 
re unfit for work in the mines. The county 
convicts are nearly all located at Pratt 
Mires and Coalburg. 

Pune executive and legislature of 1892 came 
into power by the votes of a majority which 
declared, te quote the phrase in which their 
Wishes were embodied, that we demand 
that free labor shall be relieved of compe- 
tion with convicts, and all necessary laws 
shail be enacted to forever prevent such 
competition.“ 

_ it was not for those to whom this duty 
was committed to refuse to perform it, be- 
cause the change would entail heavy bur- 
dens upon the people. They had decided 
that matter for themselves. Accordingly, 
earnest efforts were made to frame a sys- 
tem which would accomplish the desired 
ends and complete it as early as the means 
at our control would permit. The state was 
fortunate in securing the services of very 
eminent business men to undertake the 
management of convicts under the new sys- 


speedily 


tem, and their efforts were heartily second- 


ed by all the officers of the convict depart- 
ment. 

The managers purchased 4,508 atres of 
land at Spigener’s at a cost of $44,722.25, al 
of which has been paid except $11,000. They 
also purchased 720 acres of land near the 
penitentiary at a cost of $5;748.34, all of 
which has been paid. This last purchase 
Was made to secure a debt due the state 
for convict hire, which could not otherwise 
have been collected. In making the pur- 
chase of these lands the board had in view 
not only the present needs, but the enlarge- 
ment of the system. The site was selected 
on account of itg desirability fer manufac- 
turing purposes, its health, convenience of 
access and transportation facilities. 

The entire income from all sources from 
September 1, 1892, to September 1, 1894, was 
$253,215.07, while the expenses during that 
period, including outlay for land and other 
property now on hand, were $205,551.54. In 
the expenditures, however, the amount dis- 
bursed for court costs is not included. 

The foundations of the new system were 
laid. and much work done to perfect it. The 
managers, however, were without sufficient 
meaus to erect manufactures or establish 
plants which were essential to the proper 
employment of the convicts, and such of 
them as were available were employed in 
2 the prisong at Spigener's, clear 
ing the lands, makiug brick, and then en- 
gaged in agricultural pursuits. Without 
much larger appropriations than heretofore 
it will not be in the power of the managers 
to complete preparations in time to reveive 
the large number of convicts which will 
come under their control at the expiration 
of the present lease, or to employ them af- 
terwards in any way in which the depart- 
ment can be made self-sustaining. You will 
have to provide for all these contingencies. 

The evils of the lease system are a part of 
the history of our state. If we return to 
that system, its evils will also return to 
plague us. If our situation compels a halt 
the new system should not be abolished, but 
only suspended. 

I invite careful consideration of the report 
of the board of managers, and accompany- 
ing documents, which give detailed informa- 
tion of receipts and expenditures and other 
statistics. Their recommendations and sug- 
gestions are entitled to great weight, and I 
believe with them that it is practicable to 
complete the present system, if freed of the 
heavy burden of paying the costs, which 
has not only taken so much of the earnings 
of able convicts. but entailed upon the de- 
partment the support of so many who can- 
not earn their subsistence, much less the 
costs of their conviction.

Department of Agriculture.. 


The report of the commissioner of agri- 


culture shows the good work of this de- 


partment, which has been largely directed 
to inducing desirable immigration, as well 
as directing attention to the growing of 
tobacco and improvements in farming meth- 
ods generally. At the last session the tax 
on fertilizers was reduced to 25 cents per 
ton. The purpose of this legislation was to 
reduce the price to consumers to 
the extent of the reduction from 
the former tax. It has not 
had that effect. The appropriations made 
out of the funds arising from this source, 
including those at the last session, imper- 
atively requires an increase of the tax or 
the withdrawal of the appropriations. I 
recommend the former. 


Maimed and Indigent Soldiers’ Fund. | 


The laws on this subject need amendment 
to prevent unworthy applicants from shar- 
ing in the benefits of the special tax. I 
recommend legislation requiring the ap- 
pointment by the governor of a board of 
three citizens in each county, with proper 
authority, to investigate and pass upon 
claims of applicants. Old soldiers would be 
glad to serve upon such boards, without 
compensation, since it would enable them 
to protect their comrades from imposition, 
and in counties where it was not practica- 
ble to appoint such boards, there would be 
many others, who for the good to be ac- 
complished, would cheerfully act without 
charge. Under the present law, there {is 
practically no way to contest the claim of 
an unworthy applicant, and few people 
know of it until ‘t has been paid. The appli— 
cations are wholly ex parte, and the pro- 
bate judge Gifen has nu means of testing 
the bona fides of the claimant.

There is nothing very positively stated as 
to the reasons for such a course. 

The Queen and Crescent was first to take 
the step and now the Louisville and Nash- 
ville follows suit and an effort is being 
made to get both of these great systems 
to reconsider their action. Indeed, it is 
not so certainly known that the withdrawal 
of two such important systems of railroads 
would not mean the death knell of the 
‘Southern Passenger Association. .Certainly 
it would cause a very severe blow to be 
inflicted upon the association, such as it 
could not easily or quickly overcome. 

It is believed that the Louisville and 
Nashville gave notice of its intention to 
withdraw because it could not very well 
afford to remain in the association while 
its deadly rival, the Queen and Crescent, 
was out and at liberty to do as it pleased 
in the matter of making rates and pulling 
for business. There is no such statement in 
the notice of withdrawal, but it is said 
to be the only reason that the Louisville 
and Nashville would offer. 

It is said that the Queen and Crescent 
has for a long time been dickering with 
the management of the Southern Passenger 
Association, and that considerable dissatis- 
faction has been prevalent with this line 
as to the way things were run by the as- 
sociated roads. It will be remembered that 
the Queen and Crescent also pulled out of 


the Southern Railway and Steam- 
ship Association not many weeks 
ago, giving general dissatisfaction 


as its reason. It would seem that the man- 
agement of the Queen and Crescent is go- 
ing to adopt the policy of playing a lone 
hand in the general shuffle for business in 
the southern territory. 

There has been no good feeling between 

the Louisville and Nashville and its com- 
petitor, the Queen and Crescent, for a 
number of years. It is well remembered how 
Milton H. Smith, president of the Louisville 
and Nashville, scored the Queen and Cres- 
cent nearly a year ago about alleged trick- 
ery in the manipulation of rates and 
freight hauls in the south in violation of 
the rules of the Southern Railway and 
Steamship Association. Not since that day 
has there been peace between the two sys- 
tems, for while the Louisville and Nashville 
decided to remain in the association, the 
Queen and Crescent stayed out in tne reor- 
ganization for the next term. It is not 
known but it seems to be a reasonable 
presumption that the Queen and Crescent 
is simply carrying on the same old warfare 
when it takes the step of withdrawing from 
the Southern Passenger Association.

At this time he did 
not have much to say but it now turns 
up that he makes formal announcement of 
the sale of the East and West to the 
Columbian Equipment Company with the 
plan of extension all ready to be carried out. 
It seems probable that the Seaboard Air- 
Line is in the deal in some way, or at least 
that the intention of the purchasers of the 
property is to build the East and West to 
some point on the Seaboard for a direct con- 
nection to the east. | 
The following dispatch from Cedartown, 
Ga., which is headquarters of the East 
and West, is full of interest, giving an au- 
thentic report of the big deal and much 
gossip as to probable results: 
How the Deal Was Made. 


Cedartown, Ga., November 14.—(Special.)— 

Cedartown is just now jubilant over the 
big railroad deal which includes the East 
and West road. 
The Constitution’s correspondent here is 
in close touch with Colonei C. A. Avery, 
of New York, who originated the plan and 
consummated the deal. The full details were 
obtained by wire this morning from New 
York by your correspondent, and The Stand- 
ard will appear tomorrow simultaneously 
with The Constitution giving the fullest 
account authoritively of the deal of any 
newspaper in the south. 

“The system embraces three roads, the 
Seaboard Air-Line, the East and West 
and the Kansas City line. The East and 
West will be extended at once to Atlanta 
or Elberton. from Cartersville. Its present 
eastern terminus, and from Pell City, Ala., 
its present western terminus, to Birming- 
ham, a distance of thirty-six miles. 

The Columbian Equipment Company, of 
New York, is the purchaser and they have 
bought valuable terminal properties in Bir- 
mingham, including the Highland avenue 
and Belt railroads and the East Birming- 
ham dummy line. 

The same company owns the Chattanoo 
ga Southern road and that property will be 


immediately extended to Gadsden, Ala., 
its trains going into Birmingham 
over the East and West tracks 


and using the same terminals. 

The deal means a lot to this section of the 
south and will result in immense devel- 
opments throughout the entire iron belt of 
Georgia and Alabama. 

Cedartown will be the half-way point 
on the completed line, and the raiiroad 
shops with headquarters will undoubtedly 
be located here.

Mr. Carlisie’s Opportunity. 


What does poor Mr. Carlisle propose 


to do? 
To remain in Mr. Cleveland’s cabinet, 


after the crowning affront that has been 
placed upon him—an affront that, so far 
as we know, has no parallel in our po- 
litical history, will certainly not tend to 
streugthen him with his Kentucky con- 
stituents, whose blood and breeding do 
not permit them to view with pleasant 
tolerance any spectacle of tame submis- 
sion to a series of studied snubs and in- 
sults. 

It may be that Mr. Carlisle regards 
Mr. Cleveland with a feeling akin to 
idolatry, and that he is happy to suffer 
the pangs of an occasional snub, if the 
suffering will keep him near the object 
of his devotions. But that is not the old 
Kentucky way. Imagine Henry Clay, 
if you please, submitting to any kind of 
humiliation placed on bim by a man 
superior to him only in the accident of 
political preferment. 

The organs of the money power—the 
newspaper allies of Mr. Cleveland—are 
already engaged in gibing and sneering 
at the secretary of the treasury. They 
have never been very friendly to him, 
but, taking the cue from Mr. Cleveland, 
they are now pursuing Mr. Carlisle with 
their taunts and insults. 

If the distinguished Kentuckian is 
wise, he will seize the opportunity that 
—most fortunately in his case—now pre- 
sents itself. By retiring from a com- 
pany where his wisdom, his experience 
and his ability have been studiously ig- 
nored, he will not only retain his self- 
respect and his dignity, but he will be 
able, by placing himself at the head of 
those who still believe in democratic 
principles, to do the people an incaleu- 
lable service. It is a service that some 
man will have to perform, and he who 
performs it with courage will be remem- 
bered. 

Let it not be supposed by the faint- 
hearted that because men who call them- 
Selves democrats have sacrificed and 
are still sacrificing the interests of the 
people to the money sharks that the 
democratic party is dead. Let it not be 
supposed, because men elected to carry 
out the principles of the party have 
trampled and spit upon them, that these 
principles are less vital than they were 
two years ago. 

Mr. Carlisle now has the opportunity 
to come out from among those who are 
trying to destroy the party.

The blanks are so 
arranged that an intelligent voter has 
no trouble in making a cross mark op- 
posite the names of the candidates yoted 
for. 

We are not wedded to any particular 
plan of ballot reform, but we hope to see 
the present legislature pass a uniform 
registration act and adopt some modi- 
fied form of the Australian system 


which will enable every qualified voter 


to cast one ballot and have it counted 
once, without any fraud or interference 
in any way. 

Good government and the perpetuity 
of our institutions depend upon an hon- 
est ballot honestly counted. If we have 
a single loophole for corruption bad 
men will take advantage of it and de- 
feat the will of the people. We must 
have a law under which every good ‘citi- 
zen’s ballot may be cast and counted 
with the certainty that it will- not be 
killed by the purchased, ballot of a cor- 
rupt voter. :

Yesterday we reproduced from The 
Rome Tribune a paragraph whieh 
stated that a man in Dalton presented 
two checks at a bank. Cne was for a 
bale of cotton and amounted to $23; the 
other was for two small hogs and called 
for $26. 

With such an object lesson, that far- 
mer should go in for less cotton and 
more hogs. He will find that it is com- 
paratively easy to raise hogs and market 
them at a good profit, while his five- 
cent cotton simply plunges him deeper 
in debt, 

Twenty-five dollars for a bale of cot- 
ton, and $26 for two small hogs! 

There is a whole volume of economics 
in this brief announcement, and the 
lesson is so plain that it requires no 
comment. King Cotton is not in it any 
longer, and it looks very much like King 
Hog. 

Yet there is a way to restore cotton’s 
kingship. Georgia’s present crop. will 
bring $25,000,000. Now, suppose “re 
manufactured all this cotton? It would 
then bring us $105,000,000! 

‘Phink of what this means. If the 
south sells the raw material of her great 
staple it will yield her less than one- 
fourth of what it will bring if it is all 
manufactured here at home. 

This, then, is the winning policy, Let 
us diversify our crops and raise hogs 


enough fer home use and for outside 


markets. Then, let us manufacture 
every bale of cotton right here in this 
region. 

When we get on this line there will 
not be another period of hard times in 
the south for a century to come. 

More factories and more hogs—these 
are what we need!

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BONDS! 


The Record of a Century of the Re- 
public Is Now Broken. 


Editor Constitution: In less than ten 
months Mr. Cieveland’s administration has 
vifered for sale SIG, 000, 000 in United States 
interest-bearing bonds in order to raise 
money—something that never happened be- 
tore in time ot peace since we had a govern- 
ment. From January ist to November 1. 
1894, the public debt, less cash in the treas- 
ury, increased S, O0, 0%, and the new bond 
issue will further increase the bonded debt 
by 350, 000, 0 %. Circumstances in connection 
Wich this latest bond circular leave no room 
for doubt tnat the New York bankers con- 
trol absolutely the financial poiicy of the au- 
ministraiion, that they determined upon 
anotner issue of bonds, and that Mr. Cleve- 
land agrecd to let them have it, not only 
Without consulting his secretary of the 
treasury, but when he knew Mr. Carlisle 
was opposed to it. Furthermore there is 
good reason to believe that proposals for the 
purchase of bonds are invited now because 
it is teared that when congress meets a stop 
will be put to the whole business. 

Let us lock at tre condition of the treas- 
ury. On January 1, 1894, the cash balance 
was $51,052,009; on November ist, it was 
$107,340,145—an increase of $23,200,000, with 
every prospect of a further increase as the 
new tariff gets fairly at work. The gold re- 
serve Wag restored by the first bond issue to 
$100,000,000 in February, 1894, but it fell to 
$54,975,007 on July ist, and rose to $61,361,382 
on November Ist. It has increased neariy 
$6,400,000 in four months, and yet we must 


have a bond issue now t™ increase it furth- 
er, when it is growing itself, though no 


bonds were necessary on July ist, when it 
was at its lowest ebb. The fact is that the 
New York banks didn’t then want a bond 
issue, or if they did, couldn’t get it with 
congres$ in session. 

There is no law authorizing the issue of 
a gold bond or permitting the secretary of 
the treasury to sell bonds tor gold only 
though Mr. Carlisle called for gold or gold 
certificates in both circulars. It is not, how- 
ever, by any means certain that all the gold 
that Mr. Carlisle receives from his new is- 


| gne will be so much net gain to the treasu- 


ry. Under the proposal of January 17, 18%, 
there was received at the various subtreas- 
ur‘es between February ist and l4th, 382.018. 
925 in gold eoin and $4,225,693 in gold certifi- 
cates, In all $53,244,618. Between these dates 


serve was $100,00u,000; on May ist it had fal- 
len to $97,011,330, and while the amount ebbed 
and flowed, the recession was steady un- 
til the bond issue of February, 1854. 


raid the reserve, and by May reduced it for 
the first time below $100,000,000. On April 
19th, there appeared in The Boston Herald 
a Washington dispatch of the day before, 
from which I take this extract: 

“Consequently it can be stated positively 
that there will be no new issue of bonds 
unless the necessity of replenishing the 
$100,000,000 reserve compels it. This cintin- 
gency the administration thinks will be 
averted by the policy it has adopted, first, 
of suspending the issue of gold certificates; 
second, redeeming the Sherman act treasu- 
ry notes in silver only; third, using the 
$100,000,000 reserve to redeem greenbacks and 
greenbacks alone. The orders for the last 
two moves are withheld for a day to two, 
inasmuch as there is still a balance of free 
gold, although it is only $65,000,000.” 

This policy was in all respects a lawful 
policy, as it would have beén a wise policy. 
A proviso to section 12 of the act of July 22. 
-882, directs the secretary of the treasury 
to “suspend the issue of such gold cértifi- 
cates whenever the amount of gold coin 
and gold bullion in the treasury reserved 
for the redemption of United States notes 
falls below 3100, 000, 000.“ This is the only 
mention of a gold reserve in the statute, 
and it shows clearly that it was intendee 
foc the redemption of the greenbacks then 
outstanding and ought not to be used for 
the payment of coin notes legislated into 
existence eight years afterwards. 

The second section of the Sherman act of 
July 14, 1890, ordered the secretary of the 
treasury to redeem such notes (the coin 
notes) in gold or silver coin at his descre- 
tion,” and the third section directed him to 
“coin the silver bullion purchased under 
the provisions of this act as much as may 
be necessary to provide for the redemption 
of the treasury notes herein provided for.” 

The policy outlined by The Herald’s dis- 
patch was, therefore, strictly in line with 
congressional legislation and policy. Mr. 
Cleveland, however, reversed this policy in 
twenty-four hours and directed that all the 
coin notes under the Sherman act should 
be paid in gold. All our recent financial 
troubles date from this decision. The New 
York banks raid the treasury, not with 
greenbacks, but with coin notes, and with 
these same notes have forced two bond is- 
sues in ten months. They can repeat the 
operation whenever and as often as they 
like. Bland’s so-called seigniorage bill 
would have prevented a second raid with 
the same note, as it would have been chang- 
ed into a silver certificate whenever it came 
into the treasury. Under the law now it is 
at once reissued and so may be presented 
for gold again and again. 

The bond circular of yesterday differs 
from that of January 14, 1894, in one very 
important particular. The Janury circular 
had an upset price of 117.223, which, for a 5 
per cent bond is equivalent to a 3 per cent 
bond at par, while the November circular 
is silent on the subject. As the first issue 
is now worth 119 to 120 it is not likely that 
Mr. Carlisle will let the new ones go for 
any less.

likely the fate of Will Myers will have been 
decided and the trial made a thing of the 
past and a matter of record. 

Mr. Moyers objecting, Judge Clark re- 
fused to permit any testimony regarding 
the fitting of Myers’s shoes into the tracks 
that led from the buggy to the body. This 
was in Myers's favor, for several witnesses 
would have testified that his shoes fitted 
these tracks precisely. During the proceed- 
ings yesterday Myers lookeia bit haggard. 
When Mrs. Crowley, the wife of the dead 
man, was on the stand he was careful not 
to look towards her and appeared to be 
pretending not to notice her, but he was 
restless and nervous and looked decidedly 
uncomfortable. ' 

It had been supposed, from the manner 
in which Mr. Moyers cross-examined the 
witnesses, that he would introduce testi- 
mony, but such proved not to be the case. 
Myers ‘read his statement to the jury in- 
stead, giving the defense the closing argu- 
ment. While he was reading his statement 
Myers wore spectacles and read in a slow, 
schoolboy fashion and as if he had not 
seen the wriitng before. The first speech 
was made by Mr. Eugepe M. Mitchell for 
the defense. This morning Hon. Steve 
Clay will make the first argument for the 
state and will be followed by Mr. Virgil 
Jones for the defense, Solicitor Hill and Mr. 
W. T. Moyers in the order named. 
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MRS. FOREST CROWLEY TESTIFIES. 


The Morning Session Developed Much 
Testimony of interest. 


The testimony introduced throughout the 
morning session was interesting. The 
cross-examination of the witnesses by At- 
torney Moyers was thorough in every way 
and frequently severe. One of the features 
of the morning session was the testimony 
of Mrs. Forrest L. Crowley, the wife of 
the murdered man. 

When her name was called she walked up 
to the witness chair and sat down, ap- 
parently not feeling the least emotion; but 
it was not so when she began to testify. 
She is a decidedly pretty young woman 
and, looked well in a nice-fitting costume of 
black. The trimming was in heavy crepe 
and over the left shoulder was a half-man- 
teau, gracefully draped. 

The testimony she had to give amounted 
to but very little, but before she finished 
she came near breaking down. As she 
told the jury of the ring her husband wore 
from home on the morning of the killing 
her eyes were dimmed with tears and her 
voice weakened until the solicitor was 
forced to request her to speak louder. Mr. 
_ Moyers did not cross-examine her. 

a Tried to Sell Him Mules. 

Mr. C. J. Walker was a witness intro- 
duced by the state to testify regarding the 
mules. He stated that he was in the office 
of his livery stables on the morning of the 
killing when Myers came in. He did not 
know Myers at the time, but was after- 
wards told who he was. The witness told 
him that Myers had said he had four 
mules at Stewart & Bowden's stables that 
he wanted to sell and that he would take 
$250 for them. Witness said that he told 
Myers he could not go look at them at 
that time, but that it. Myers would wait 
his brother would be in and would go. 
Myers waited a few minutes and then 
left. This was about 10 o'clock. . 

Saw Him Coming and Going. 

Mr. T. C. Longino, of West End, testified 
that he lived in West End and remembered 
the day of the Crowley killing. He said 
that he was standing on the corner of Gor- 
don and Lee streets and saw Myers drive 
out going towards Westview in a buggy 
with some one else. He didn’t know the 
other man. He also saw Myers driving 
back alone à little later on. Witness said 
Myers locked down at the bottom of the 
buggy as he came by. Witness has known 
Myers four or five years. 

Another One Saw Him Coming Back. 

Mr. B. G. Cariton, who lives in West 
End, testified that he was standing on the

When did he say that he first met Brown 
Allen?“ asked the solicitor. 

He told me that he met him about ten 
‘days before the killing. He said that he fell 
in love with Brown Allen’s sister or some fe- 
male relative of Allien’s. He said that 
once Brown Allen saw them talking to- 
gether h. Inman Park and got mad and 
fired two shots at him. He said that Brown 
Allen made him swear not to teil about 
the killing at Westview cemetery. Myers 
described Brown Allen as a man of medium 
size, who sometimes wore a heavy mus- 
tache. He said that he didn’t know of any 
one that had seen Brown Alien or that 
knew him. Myers told me that he put the 
ring in the vest pocket of his old vest.” 

Chief Connolly identified the watch and 
was asked what about the pistol.

Introduction of Expert Testimony. 

Mr. John Berkele was introduced and said 
that he had examined the pistol handed 
him at the request of Chief Connolly. At 
the time he had told the chief that the pis- 
tol had been fired since it had been CTeaned. 

On the cross-examination he stated thai 
he thought a certain chamber had been 
fired after the others; that it was the 
last chamber fired. He was requested to 
point it out and did 80. It was marked by 
Solicitor Hill. 

He Selected a Different Barrel. 

Mr. John Heinz was next introduced as an 
expert.

MYERS MAKES HIS STATEMENT. 


— 


Afternoon by Eugene Mitchel}. 
It the courtroom in which the Myer? trial 
was progressing has been crowded hereto- 


fore, yesterday at 2 o’clock, when the af- 
it was absolutely 
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the judge’s stand, in the gallery and wher- 
ever there was available space. 

At the close of the morning session Solic- 
itor Hill announced that the state would 
rest its case. There was much speculation 
as to what turn the case would take when 
the defendant’s turn came. There were 
many absurd rumors afloat. Some declared 
that Myers would plead guilty and throw 
himseif upon the mercy of the court, while 
still others said that he would make a con- 
fession telling a new story and implicating 
new men. Another surmise was that he 
would simply make a statement. thus 
giving his attorneys the last speech before 
the jury. 

As soon as order was obtained in the 
courtroom Solicitor Hill arose and stated 
that there was a witness he wished to 
call. The witness was A. Garrison, who 
is a hotel keeper at Roswell, and at whose 
hotel Myers stayed while in Roswell. He 
had some scraps of paper which were found 
in the room occupied by Myers. On one of 
these scraps was the name C. D. Moerline. 
It tallied with the others written by Myers. 
The witness said that one of his family 
found che scraps of paper and turned them 
over to him. After some objections and a 
lot of argument, it was finally agreed that 
tae scrap wilh the name on it should be 
tendered as testimony. 

To Correct His Testimony. 

Solicitor Hill then stated that he wanted 
to have Chief Connolly come back to the 
stand and testify regarding the reward 
that he said Mr. Seaborn Crowley offered 
for the capture of Myers. Chief Connolly 
said: 

“I want to correct my testimony about 
the reward. I said that it Was offered by 
Mr. Seaborn Crowley. I simply heard that 
some of his friends had told Captain Wright 
there would be a reward paid. I under- 
stand Mr. Crowley was to pay the reward, 
and did so. He never told me he offered 
a reward. It was simply hearsay.“ 

The cross-examination by Counsel Moyers 
was as follows: 

“Chief Connolly, do you mean to say that 
you didn’t understand my three questions?’ 

No, not that,“ replied the witness. 1 
have corrected my testimony. I was tes- 
tifying from hearsay.’’ 

The solicitor announced that this was 
all, and that the state would again rest. 
Mr. Moyers then arose. His manner indi- 
cated that he was about to spring a sur- 
prise of some sort. He simply requested 
Judge Clark to permit the counsel for the 
defendant and the father of Myers to retire 
from the courtroom and confer for three 
minutes. 

The request granted, they retired, leav- 
ing young Myers sitting alone. He was 
plainly agitated. The flush that has been 
on his face left it and he became pale. His 
eyes wandered in their glances, and his 
attempts to appear unconcerned were pal- 
pabie, almost painful. He realized that the 
last of the trial was approaching, and as 
it neared, the strain upon him became 
greater. He knew that he was soon to face 
the jury and tell his story. 

A Sudden Interruption. 

While the crowd was almost breathlessly 
awaiting the return of counsel for the de- 
fense to the courtroom, Mr. John Mona- 
ghan stepped up to the solicitor and whis- 
pered something to him. Solicitor Hill 
arose, and after securing the attention of 
Judge Clark, stated that he had forgotten 
to let one witness testify. At this announce- 
ment there was a buzz of surprise and 
Myers looked about him tn a restless 
fashion. 

A bailiff was sent to announce this to At- 
torney Moyers and his conferees who were 
in à nearby jury room. They quickly re- 
turned to the courtroom, and Mr. Moyers 
sta.ed that he was perfectly willing for 
Solicitor Hill to introduce the witness, 
Jailer H. R. Mardis. Mr. Mardis simpiy 
testified that he knew Ben Allen, and that 
Ben Allen had been in jail for a month in 
April of this year. Mr. Moyers and kis 
associates and Mr. B. P. Myers then re- 
turned to the jury room. 

A Repetition of the Sensation. 

Several times the bailiffs throughout the 
courtroom had to rap for order. It was 
not long before the attorneys for the de- 
fense returned to the courtroom. 

Mr. Moyers advanced towards the judge’s 
rostrum and, in a slow and distinct voice, 
said: 

May it please your honor, in line with 
the motion for continuance submitted to 
your honor the other day, I dgsire to state 
that the mother of the defendant is still 
confined to her bed, and unable to be in 
court, so I am advised. She is certainly 
not here. She is a material witness. Her 
testimony would go to show, if she was 
here, that the clothing which this boy had 
changed at Eiseman & Weil's was sent 
out to her house, and prove its condition 
and reception there, and that when it was 
received by her there was nothing in the 
pockets—no ring in the pockets.

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HORRISON’S STORY. 


He Tells of the Fou! Midnight Con- 
spiracy. 


ROPER TREATED Als WIFE CRUELLY. 


Is One of the Reasons the Ku- 
kluk Wanted to Kill Him. 


HE ALSO REPORTED THE MOONSHINERS, 


One Defendant Exonerates the Men on 
Trial and Tells an Interesting Story. 
One Accomplice Still at Largs. 


The trial of Wash Redd and the two Mor- 
risons on the charge of conspiracy in at- 
tempting to destroy the life of Will Roper, 
by hurling him into the copper shaft on one 
of the spurs of the Cohutta mountains, was 
resumed before Judge Newnan, in the fed- 
eral court yesterday morning at 10 o'clock. 

A large number of spectators thronged 
the courtroom and the hall on the outside 
was literally choked with the dense multi- 
tude of witnesses summoned to appear on 
the trial. a 

The jury filed into the courtroom, under 
the marshal’s leadership, and took the 
members’ seats in the box with the air of 
veterans to whom the proceedings of court 
had grown familiar. The defendants pre- 
served the same look of rustic simplicity, 
and throughout the trial seemed to watch 
their attorneys with peculiar interest end 
to strain every nerve in order to catch the 
testimony. 

The climax of the day’s sensational devel- 
opments was reached when Will Morrison, 
a member of the Ku-klux band, was called 
to take the witness stand. Morrison had en- 
tered a plea of guilty the day before, and 
the interest, therefore, attaching to his tes- 
timony was considerable. He admitted his 
own guilt, but claimed that none of the 
prisoners at the bar had shared with him in 
the crime. His testimony was introduced 
by Colonel Glenn for the defense, and the 
witness was called to the stand at about 4 
o'clock in the aft*rnoon 

A number of witnesses testified during the 
day. Roper was called to the witness stand 
immediately after court opened, and was 
cross-examined for the government by Col. 
onel T. W. Rucker. J. C. Barksdale, who 
lived near the scene of Roper's adventure 
and who had held a conversation with him 
the day before, was introduced by the pros- 
ecution at the close of Roper’s testimony. 
Dr. E. O. Stafford, the physician who ex- 
amined Roper after he was drawn from the 
pit; Mike Willebanks; Ross Tyson, and 
George Barksdale were also introduced by 
the prosecution during the morning session, 

Two or three additional witnesses were in- 
troduced during the afternoon, after which 
the prosecution rested. Morrison was on 
the stand as an impartial witness for the 
defense, at the time court adjourned for the 
day. 5 

The defense will endeavor to show, as 
outlined by Colonel Glenn, in his opening 
address to the jury, that Lance Morrison 
and Wash Reed, two of the men on trial, 
were at Dalton the evening before and 
rould not possibly have reached Fort moun- 
tain in time to participate in the conspiracy. 
An effort will also be made to disconnect 
bid Bud Morrison from the transaction, and 
to this end the two whitecaps who have 
piead guilty are counted as witnesses for 
the defense. Payne Duncan will likely be 
put on the stand this morning. 

Roper Cross-Examined. 


The testimony of Roper as brought out 
on the cross-examination yesterday morning 
was interesting, though told before. 

On the morning of June the llth he went 
to J. C. Barksdale to see if he had any 
Wheat to cut. He was there for about three 
quarters of an hour. He next went to Fort 
mountain, going from there to Frank Barks- 
dale’s, and thence to the sawmill. At the 
store that day he saw Duncan, Redd and 
Lance Morrison. They were in conversa- 
tion together. He went from town to old 
man Peek’s, and while he was there Redd 
end Lance Morrison passed. 

“Did you cOnceal yourself in the wheat 
field?” asked Colonel Rucker. 

.“ 

Why did vou do it? 
of them?“ 

“No. I thought they were officers who 
wanted to arrest me. 
wanted in Dalton.’’ 

The witness stated that he had taken sup- 
per at Tom Cantrell’s, after which he went 
over to Henry Brown's for the night. He 
heard a knocking on the door about 12 
o'clock. Brown responded to the summons 
and shortly afterwards led the way to his 
room. As soon as the men came in they 
put their guns on him. Payne Duncan 
searched his pocket and drew out a knife. 
ine witness thought four men entered the 
room, They were dressed in Mother Hub- 
bard gowns and wore disguises on their 
faces to keep from being recognized. The 
witness was tied to a mule and the proces- 
sion started toward the creek. His descrip- 
tion of the route was the same as on the 
direct examination. At the pit Morrison 
stood by his side and Duncan just behind 
him. He was shot twice in the head and 
once in the hip as he was hurled into the 
mouth of the opening. After he struck the 
bottom of the pit he heard Lance Morrison 
gay: 

“I guess he’s dead.“ 

It was Monday night when he was thrown 
into the pit. He was drawn out again on 
Saturday night. Lance Morrison, one of the 
defendants, helped to pull him out. Before 
witness was thrown into the pit he made 
an effort to save the life of one of the white 
caps who appeared to be under the influence 
of whisky.

While 
engaged in conversation with Roper Redd 
and McCutchin came up. Roper shortly 
afterwards left. Redd wanted to know 
what the witness was doing with Roper. 
He told him that Roper was looking for 
work. The two men left for the mill and

“Did you meet Lance and Bud Morrison 
on the day before Roper was thrown into 
the pit?” asked Colonel Rucker. 

“I did. Lance Morrison gave me a bill 
to change in order to pay an account that 
he owed me.“ ;

“Thy said they were going to a buria) at 
Mount Zion graveyard. Lanse Morrison's 
sister's ehild was to be buried.

He over- 
heard the conversation between Dr. Stafford 
and Morrison, Dr. Stafford was stopping 
at hig house. That night, about 1 o'clock 
he héard a procession moving along the 
street, and judged from the noise that six 
or eight men were mounted on horseback.

The witness was present at the time Roper 
was drawn from the pit. There was a 
large number present, as many as fifty or 
fifty-five. 

Tom Tyson, a son of Ross Tyson, testified 
that he heard the horsemen as they passed 
the house, and also when they returned. It 
was about 3 o’clock in the morning when 
they came back along the road. 

Tom Cantrell testified that Roper had 
cut wheat for him on the lith of June. He 
lived about a half mile from Henry Brown. 
Roper took supper with him before going 
home. 

At this point the court took a recess for 
dinner. Two witnesses were introduced by 
the prosecution in the afternoon, and the 
government. closed. 

Outlining the Defense. 

Colonel W. C. Glenn, in a brief address to 
the jury, outlined the position of the de- 
fense. 

“That Roper.“ said he, was taken from 
Brown's and thrown into the pit there was 
no dispute.“ i 

But he denied that the prisoners at “he 
bar were in the conspiracy.- He further held 
that it must be shown that Roper was 
thrown into the pit for the reason alleged 
in the indictment, namely that of reporting 
illicit distilleries, in order to give jurisdic- 
tion to the federal court. He proposed to 
show that Lance Morrison and Redd, two of 
the defendants, were in Dalton at ll o'clock 
on the night of the conspiracy. 

Henry Hamitton, the United States com- 
missioner at Dalton, testified that he was 
born and raised in Murray county. On the 
night of June the llth Lance Mor- 
rison came to his | office about 1 
o'clock. He remained there for nearly half 
am hour. He said he was waitng in Dal- 
ton to see Tom Wright. The witness was 
making out his quarterly statement and for 
that reason the date was impressed on his 
mind. It was nearly 11 o' elock by country 
time when Morrison left the office. 

Miles Welsh, the tax collector of Murray 
county, was introduced. He was returning 
from the tenth district and met Morrison 
and Redd at Spring Place about 2 o’clock in 
the morning. 

Colonel Rucker angered the witness by 
intimating that some time ago in Gilmer 
county he tried to prove an alibi for a 
whitecapper. The eyes of the witness 
flashed fire, and he gave the attorney to 
understand that he was not a professional 
witness, but a man of unimpeachable in- 
tegrity. 

Morrison Examined. 

William Morrison, one of the two defend- 
ants, who entered a plea of guilty, testified 
that he, Jim McCutchin and Payne Dun— 
can had planned and executed the conspir- 
acy. Neither Redd, Sance Morrison nor Bud 
Morrison had anything to do with the af- 
fair. The conspiracy was formed on the 
afternoon of June lith at Fort mountain. 

“Did you make up your minds to kill 
Roper that night?“ asked Colonel Rucker 
on the cdoss-examination. 

“I suppose we did.“ 

“Why did you want to kill him?“ 

Because he was reporting distilleries and 
because he treated his wife badly.” 

He went on to say that he, McCutchin 
and Duncan had put on Mother Hubbards 
and disguised themselves for the purpose 
of killing Roper. They went to Cantrell’s 
first and then to Henry Brown’s. Roper was 
tied to a mule. He rode with McCutchin 
for a short distance and then with witness 
for the remainder of the way. They drank 
whisky along the trip from a pepper sauce 
bottle. Roper took two drams. The horses 
were hitched at the bottom of the mountain, 
as there was no road leading up the north- 
ern side and they had to pass through a 
dense thicket. At the pit Duncan asked 
Roper if he had ever thought of dying. 
No shot was fired by the witness ‘thut 
took effect. His gun was loaded with 
squirrel shot, and none of these were taken 
from Roper’s body. The witness was arrest- 
ed in Montgomery county, Arkansas. He 
had heard nothing from McCutchin. 

The district attorney asked if McCutchin 
did not leave the country because of the 
killing of Henry Worley. The witness was 
certain he had not. He was a party to 
the conspiracy. 

The trial will be resumed this morning at 
10 O' clock.

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Better Organization Proposed for 


MONEY FOR GEORGIA

State Geological Department. 


AN IMPORTANT BILL IN THE SENATE 


Senator Mercer Fathers One Intended to 
Put the Department in Fine 
Working Shape. 


By all odds the most important business | 
legislation to come before the present legis- 


lature was presented to the senate yester- 
day by Snator Mercer. 

It is for the reorganization of the geologi- 
cal bureau upon lines which widen its 
usefulness and increase its administrative 


efficiency. 

The bill was prepared by State Geologist 
Yeates, with jan important amendment 
added by Senator Mercer, so as to obtain 
more benefits for south Georgia than had 
yet been provided for. 

: The Old ‘Bill. 

The story of the squabbles which took 
place under the old bill, which it is now 
proposed to displace, cannot have been for- 
gotten by the public. The then state geo- 
logist and his assistant once came to blows, 
and as a result of their disagreement the 
department stood upon the verge of aboli- 
tien. 

The only thing that saved it was the firm 
hand of Governor Northen. He secured the 
resignation of the old force, and, in con- 
nectlo with his associates, began to look 
around for the right kind of man to take 
charge of the department. That man was 
found in Professor W. 8. Yeates, at the 
time in Charge of the Smithsonian exhibit 
at the world’s fair. As an inducement to 
come Professor Yeates was invited to name 
his own associates and to map out his 
own work, in which he would be fully 
sustained by the board. 

The New Bill. 

One of the first results of Geologist 
Yeates’s work has been the preparation of 
a bill under which the department may be 
efficiently organized. While the body of 
the old bill is retained, there are important 
amendments, which will make a repetition 
of past scenes impossible. 

It is provided that it shall be the duty of 
the state geologist to give his attention to 
the administration of the survey; to visit 
all parts of the state, so as to make him- 
self familiar with the needs of each sec- 
tion; to supervise the work of his assis- 
tants, including all reports submitted by 
them for publication; to undertake such 
field work as his time will permit and to 
perform such other duties as properly per- 
tain to his office. 

The secretary of state is added to the 
advisory board. 

The third section is the one of greatest 
importance. It makes the state geologist 
the absolute head of his department, giving 
him the right to employ two assistants, 
who shall hold office during his pleasure. 
The duties of the board and the geologist 
are as provided in the old bill. 

Professor Yeates Talks. 

“The bil makes no change in the present 
organization of the department, as, through 
the courtesy of the advisory board, I have 
been permitted to place it on that basis 
already. 

“My first duty, as I understand it, is to 
make such surveys, in all parts of the 
state, as may be called for by the business 
interests of the citizens. Every fact that 
will help a citizen of Georgia should be 
got out as speedily as possible. When 
that feature of the work shall have been 
completed it will be time enough to start 
in on supplying contributions to abstract 
science. Thé first use to be made 
of geology is that ‘of utility, 
something which should go ahead 
of the quibbling of musty schools of doc- 
trinaires.’’ 

‘ Senator Mercer’s Part. 

Senator Mercer, representing a part of the 
state in which the water supply outranks 
the mineral supply, has had ¢.n amendment 
placed in the third section which means 
a great deal for south Georgia. It is pro- 
vided that it shall also be the,duty of the 
said state geologist to make, at as early a 
date as possible, a survey of the water 
courses, ponds, lakes and swamps of south 
Georgia and to submit in the report provid- 
ed for in this act a topographical map show- 
ing the location, extent, means and plans 
of drainage and also an estimate of the cost 
of said drainage of the ponds, lakes and 
swamps of southern Georgia, the intent and 
purpose of this portion of said act being 
to authorize and direct said state geologist 
to make said survey and estimate in order 
that individuals, firms and corporations 
shall have opportunity to drain said 
swamps, ponds and lakes, and to Know in 
advance the probable cost and effort of said 
drainage, and to improve the general health 
of the people living in this part of the state. 
The said state geologist shall also make an 
estimate of the value and extent of the 
lands to be reclaimed by said drainage. 

Work for the Convicts. 

It is also the intent and purpose of this 
act to have said estimate made and publish- 
ed before the expiration of the present con- 
vict lease of this state, with a view to hav- 
ing this work done by the convicts of the 
state, after the expiration of said convict 
lease, and the state geologist is hereby au- 
thorized to employ competent topographers 
and such other assistants as may be neces. 
sary to carry out the purposes of this act. 

The Benefit to South Georgia. 

Senator Mercer said: 

“The convict lease will soon expire and we 
must supply work for the long term con- 
victs. The people of the state are opposed to 
the lease system, hence they will have to 
supply the work themselves upon which it 
is proposed. to place the convicts. The fa- 
vorite idea seems to be to place them on the 
public roads. In north and middle Georgia 
that is probably the best that could be 
dcne with them. In south Georgia, owing 
to our topography, we would need but very 
little road work, yet we are entitled to our 
proportion of the work, and the question is: 
How shall we get it? The principal work 
of the geological department goes to north 
arid middle Georgia also, because there are 
located the mineral deposits. We are equal 
ly entitled to our share of the benefits to 
be derived from this department. My solu- 
tion of the matter is this: We have, in 
south Georgia, large areas of land, rich as 
the Mississippi bottoms, in swamps, ponds 
and lakes. If the geological department, 


will furnish us with the knowledge of how 
to drain, we can employ the convicts to do 


the work of draining and hence we are ben- | 
efited from both sources equally with all |

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Ihe Issuance of New Bonds by President 
Cleveland 


IS NOT IN FAVOR AT THE CAPITOL 


Some Matters Before the State Senate—Dr. 
Hardman Withdraws His Contest. 
Chancellor Boggs to Speak. 


The proposed bond issue, to which Presi- 
dent Cleveland has committed himself, 
does not find much favor among the states- 
men on the hill. 

To put it more plainly, democratic lead- 
ers do not like the statement that will 
figure in the next presidential campaign, 
to the effect that within one calendar ycar 
the democratic administration has added 
the enormous sum of $100,000,000 to the pub- 
lic debt. 

“If it had been known before the state 
election,“ said a prominent senator, that 
President Cleveland, rather than rely upon 
the silver forces of the country, had de- 
termined upon an increase of $50,000,000 in 
I do not know that 
we would have carried the state at all.“ 

When Senator N. E. Harris was asked 
concerning the policy of democrats issuing 
bonds, he shook his head and said: 

“It grieves me to think that a demo- 
cratic administration has assumed such a 
responsibility. I think that President Cleve- 
land should not have entered upon such a 
course. He should have left such resorts 
to the republican party. The country, and 
the democratic party especially, is opposed 
to such increase of the public debt. I must 
confess that I do not understand President 
Cleveland’s ultimate object. He is loading 
the party down with issues that cannot be 
defended.“ 

Senator W. L. Storey, one of the most con- 
servative men on the hill, does not like un- 
necessary increases of the public burdens. 

“Of course,” said he, “I am not fully in- 
formed as to all the facts, but on prin- 
ciple I am opposed to the. increasing of 
our bonded indebtedness. Why Wall street 
should have had the first notice that such 
bonds were to be issued, is something I do 
not understand.“ 

Very decided 
Beeks. 

There is no necessity for an increase of 
our bonded indebtedness,’ said he. Con- 
gress is to meet within three weeks, and 
the matter could easily have been passed 
over until that time. I think that Presi- 
dent Cleveland assumes too much, and 
that such matters as this should be de- 
ferred. to congress. The democratic party 
is on record against the issuance of bonds, 
and the criticism of the last issue cannot 
be forgotten.“ 

„Except as a war measure,” said Senator 
Brand, I could not undertake to defend 
such resorts. There may have been a ne- 
cessity for the issuance of the bonds, and 
if there was, of course, it would be the 
proper thing to do. But such action should 
have been the very last resort, after all 
other means had failed, and the country is 
not fully satisfied ‘that these other means 
have been exhausted.“ 

Senator Monro thought it was strange 
that Wall street should have had the news 
so early. It did not look well and was 
suggestive to some minds. 

Senator Boyd was likewise opposed to 
saddling the democratic party with the 
creation of additions to, the public debt, 
and Senator Lewis was quick to Say: 

“President Cleveland is a great man, but 
I am not a Cleveland man.“

When, therefore, Senator Beeks moved to 
amend by fixing the hour at 12 m. on Fri- 
day, and giving an hour and a half for 
the purpose, it was carried unanimously, 
and, upon motion of Senator N. E. Harris, 
this action was ordered transmitted im- 
mediately to the house. There is a strong 
sentiment in the senate in favor of a re- 
newal of interest in the university.

banks furnished regular quarterly state- 


1 ments, when any state bank could pre- 


pare its reserves and balances beforehand 
SO as to present a sound front. Now it must 
be made up on the close of any past day 
indicated. 


THE WEATHER REPORT 


Gives Georgia Fair and Warmer 
Weather Today. 

Last evening a storm of considerable 
depth and energy extended over the west- 
ern lake regions and northwestern states, 
with its center near Huron, S. D., at 
which place the barometer registered an 
atmospheric pressure of only 29.40 inches. 
This storm was accompanied by a warm 
wave and the temperature at points along 
the Missouri river, from Kansas City 
northward, and to the west, was as high, 
and in some cases higher, than at any city 
in the southern states. At Rapid City, S. 
D., the mercury was up to 70 degrees and 
during the afternoon had reached a maxi- 
mum of 80 degrees, while North Platte, 
Neb., reported a maximum of 78 degrees. 
In the eastern gulf states the mercury at 
or about nightfall was ranging between 42 
and 56 degrees, and during the afternoon 
did not climb to 70 degrees at any sta- 
tion of the weather bureau. 

Except for a few light veins along and 
near the middle and north Atlantic coast 
yesterday was without precipitation and 
but little cloudiness was observed, except 
in northwestern regions.

Ur. Reagan wants to sirehibit the working 
: piles on Sunday and at night. This 
till is the outgrowth of the visit of the-peni- 
tentiary committee to some of the mines 
where the convicts are worked in day and 
ight forces. To be sure the convicts who 
work at night are allowed to sleep in the 
daytime, but Mr. Reagan believes that the 
-oneral health of these men would be 
better if their work were all done in the 
Jaytime and that if the lessees want night 
work done they should hire free labor to 
do it. He takes the same view of Sunday 
labor. The convicts whe are worked on 
Sunday are paid $1 a day for this work. 
‘The lessees say that it is absolutely neces- 
sary to work some of the men at night and 
on Sunday, especially where they are en- 
saged in mining and in iron manufacture. 
The penitentiary committee considered this 
bill yesterday afternoon and decided to 
report it favorably. 

Mr. Reagan’s other bill’ provides for an 
enlargement of the duties and powers of 
the principal keeper of the penitentiary. 
tie provides that the principal keeper or 
his assistant shall visit the county and 
city chaingangs and shall have supervision 
over them. “As it is,” said Mr. Reagan, 
explaining his bill, the penitentiary au- 
thorities have absolutely no authority over 
these chaingangs and there is often com- 
plaint concerning the way they are han- 
dled and the way the men are treated. 
Instances are reported of county authori- 
ties keeping convicts in for double the 
time of their sentences, charging that they 
have attempted to escape. It is believed 
that some of these attempts have in the 
past been connived at, and it is certain 
that even the genuine cases of escape 
should, be tried for the escape and given 
additional sentence, if guilty, and not kept 
in just at the whim of the county or city 
authorities’ I believe that state super- 
vision of these chaingangs would tend to 
better the condition of the convicts and 
that it is due to these unfortunates and to 
the good name of the state.“ The bill pro- 
vides for the visitation by the principal 
keeper or his assistant twice a month and 
that they make report to the governor. As 
the duties of the office now take up all the 
time of the principal keeper and his as- 
sistant, Mr. Reagan’s bill provides for the 
appointment of an extra assistant. 

On the Subject of Divorce. 

The house has before it two bills on the 
subject of divorce, both of them introduced 
vesterday, They represent exactly oppo- 
<ite ideas on this important subject; one of 
them making divorce the easier by lessen- 
ing the time of desertion, while the other 
is on the other side of the question, and 
provides that there shall be divorce only 
for one cause.. 

The first bill is that of Mr. Bennett, of 
Wayne, and provides for the amendment 
of paragraph 7 of section 1712 of the 
code, making the “‘willful and continued de- 
sertion by either of the parties during the 
term of three years“ read instead two 
veurs.“ 

The other bill is by Colonel McDonald, 
the venerable representative from Ware 
county, who expresses his views on the 
divoree question by providing that there 
shali be no divorce granted or allowed in 
this state for any other cause except that 
allowed by the scriptures—adultery and 
fornication; and all such divorces shall be 
total and final.’’

ease whether a negro’s name is on the | 
tax digest or not. You see it is.pretty 
necessary to know this in election times. 
This is due to the habit of placing a 
man’s negro employes with his name on the 
tax digest. For instance, Mr. Smith's 
property is returned and with his name is 
placed the names of the negroes who work 
for him and whose names he gives in. My 
bill provides for separate lists of colored 
and white tax payers and that each list 
be kept alphabetically.“ 

Amending the Game Law. 

Mr. Rockwell, of Chatham, introduced a 
bill yesterday amending the game law, the 
feature of which is to extend the time in 
which deer can be killed from January ist 


to March Ist. 

As the law stands,“ said Mr. Rockwell, 
“deer can be killed only from October 15th 
to January ist. Now, I know of cases 
where men who own large tracts of swamp 
land, which they can lease to wealthy 
northerners as hunting preserves, if the 
deer can be shot at late as March ist. The 
fact is, up to January ist nobody wants 
to hunt the deer. Owing to the snakes, 
men do not care to risk themselves anu 
their dogs until late in the winter. The 
fact is that the time to stalk deer is really 
between January ist and the ist of March, 
and the law should so provide.“ 

Saving the State Money. 

Mr. Gray, of Houston, has saved $1,000 to 
the state annually in one bill that he in- 
troduced, which was reported favorably by 
the house finance committee yesterday and 
will no doubt become a law. It is to au- 
thorize the comptroller general, where ur- 
bitrators are appointed by the state for 
any difference between railroad, express 
companies, telegraph and sleeping car com- 
panies, to select one of the railroad com- 
missioners to perform the duties. 
pense to the state last year for this ser- 
vice was about one thousand dollars. This 
duty will now be performed by one of the 
railroad commissioners without any addi- 
tional salary. The bill was unanimously 
agreed to by the finance committee yester- 
day afternoon. 

Other New Matters in the House. 

Mr. Broyles introduced a bill providing 
that where there is no opposition lost pa- 
pers can be established out of term time as 
well as in term time. 

Mr, McCurry, of Hart, introduced a bill 
amending sections 4052 and 4060 so as to dis- 
pense with the necessity of the judge sanc- 
tioning a writ of certiorari. The purpose of 
this bill ig to do away with the necessity 
of going to other counties in the circut to 
find a judge to certify to the writ before 
it is valid. 

Mr. Hodges wants to change the method 
of selecting judges to preside in cases where 
the judge of the court is disqualified. The 
bill which he introduced yesterday provides 
that instead of the present system when 
from cause the judge of any superior court 
is disqualified from presiding he shall di- 
rect the clerk of the superior court in 
which such disqualified suit or suits is, or 
pending to make out a complete docket of 
the same and transmit the same to the 
governor, and the governor shall designate 
a judge of the superior court to preside in 
such suit or suits.“ 

Mr, Walker, of Pierce, believes that the 
state school commissioner should be elected 
by the people, and has introduced a bill to 
that end.

The Caucus Adjourned Without Tak- 
ing Up the Judges Question.

Ex- 
ports from the ports were not far behind 
receipts, and reached 49,525 bales. New 
Orleans, advanced 20 points on March. 
New York made a leap upward of 22 points 
and closed very steady at about the top 
prices. Speculation was unusuaily active, 
sales reaching 222,000 bales. We believe 
purchases of cotton in soft spots will 
prove more remunerative in the end than 
sales for short account. It is a fact that 
beyond question the crop thus far this sea- 
Son has been marketed with unparalleled 
rapidity and receipts must soon fall off.

M. Fair is the lowest on the agricultural 
building and amounts of $925.73; that the 
bids of the General Construction Company 
are the lowest on both the mines and for- 
estry and the electricity buildings, and are 
respectively as follows: mines and forestry 
$511.60, electricity $503.62. 

„These three lowest bids would be equal 
to a lump sum of $1,910.95 for the three 
biuldings; but we would recommend that 
the lump sum bid of the General Construc- 
“tion Company for $1,964.32 be accepted, it 
_being preferable for the work to be-in the 
hands of the same party, the. difference be- 
ing only $23.32. 

“Attached to the report you will find the 
data in detail upon which our figures are 
based and a general summing up of the 
whole. You will also note letters of Mr. 
Waring calling attention to a clerical error 
of $510 on his bid and a request that he be 
allowed to withdraw his bid. Legally. we 
think Mr. Waring could be held to his 
bid and the check used to make good the 
difference between his bid and the next 
lowest. Under the circumstances we do not 
think it would be advisable to retain his 
check and enforce his carrying out con- 
ditions of contract.“ 

The recommendation of Mr. Wilkins was
